Beginning on page 2 of the remarks the applicant proposes that the prior art of Nakagawa does not teach a plurality of matches but 
instead only a singular match. With reference to this feature however Nakagawa references the players participation in a "tournament" 
which by definition is a plurality of matches (Nakagawa Col 13:29-30) 

Continuing on page 3 the applicant proposes that Nakagawa does not teach selecting a match taking place at least the partially the same 
time as the players match. The applicant's position on this point might be reasonable if it were not for a critical flaw in the presented claim 
language. Specifically at present the claims DOES NOT provide an explicit or implicit reason why "a related match" and "a main match" 
could not be the same match. Upon the equation of the two referenced matches the main match always occurs during the same time 
period of the related match. Though the applicant's arguments demonstrate a differing view of the claimed subject matter the claims as 
present in the application are not fairly limited to such a view as presented. 

The applicant additional proposes that the office action does not provide a citation for an event storage means, However the last two sine 
of the final rejection under USC 1 02 dated 7/9/08 provide for allegedly absent the feature. 

On page 4 the applicant conclude that Nakagawa does not teach outputting event content of a related match during the execution of a 
main match however this argument has been redressed above in the address of the applicant's arguments of page 3. 
On page 5 the applicant argues the non-obviousness of the claimed invention premised on the features argued on preceding pages of the 
applicant's remarks with reflection to Nakagawa. This argument is dependent on those arguments redressed above and non-persuasive 
according to the rebuttal of the arguments from which it relies. . 
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
